With all his seclusion and stoicism, 
Thoreau was less impersonal than Em­ 
erson—nay, his very retirement and his 
paucity of friends made him cling the 
more firmly to the few he had. 
Emer­ 
son’s range was wider; his horizon was 
more ample, but he did not attach him­ 
self so closely to those things aud 
thoughts iii which be took an interest. 
Hence we find more form iii the thought 
of Emerson, more color iii that of Tho­ 
reau, and, so far as literary style is con­ 
cerned, the page of Thoreau often excels 
that of Emerson. 
Both are epigram­ 
matic. But the epigrams of Thoreau are 
the more keen and searching if not so 
elegant. Emerson dealt more with prin­ 
ciples, Thoreau with facts. He bhd the 
homely wisdom of Socrates, while Em­ 
erson rejoiced in the lofty sweep of 
Plato. 
In their learning, which was great— 
as Americans reckon the scope of learn­ 
ing—Thoreau was the more exact, Em­ 
erson the more comprehensive and sug­ 
gestive. Both were masters of English, 
but iii Emerson was more mannerism, 
in Thoreau more rhetorical art in his 
blist pages, more simplicity in his or­ 
dinary writing. 
Both will endure as 
authors and will continue to attract 
aii(^ to instruct by their deep, cheerful 
wisdom aud their high moral purpose.

Only 
those win) are not well enough known 
to have their services always in demand 
are compelled to look for positions 
through the agents.

“ There never was a subject about 
which less was really known than I hut 
of tho rewards that a life on the stage 
bring to a woman.

“ These women that get tho salaries I 
spoke of are the hest paid iii the coun­ 
try. Among all the women on tho stugo 
I doubt if there are 50 who receive as 
much as that. One loading lady in a 
New York theater gets only $05 a week. 
The women who act on the road with 
stars got usually $75 or $80, and in some 
cases $100. 
But, as I said, there are not 
many of them in the last schedule. The 
prices range on down to $80, which is 
about the smallest salary paid to any 
woman iii a find class company. 
“ When they get to bo stars on their 
own account, the case iH different. Usu­ 
ally the women stars get certain sums 
every week in

one-quarter of tho profits. Then they 
begin to mako money. 
One-quarter of 
tho profits may equal, under favorable 
circumstances, $2,000. That makes the 
salary of the actor engaged on the terms 
mentione d $800 a week. But only the 
lucky ones succeed in ever accomplish­ 
ing such success as that. Of course there 
are others who take all the money and 
merely hire their managers. 
But they

“ Another thing that has to be taken 
into consideration is the fact that a wo­ 
man has only a certain time on the 
stage.

They are present to a con­ 
siderable if not an equal degree, not in 
all, not in the m ajority, perhaps, hut in 
many of the rural com m unities in every 
one of the New Eng’and states. 
If all 
instead of a small part of these commu­ 
nities were even thus liberally endow­ 
ed, there could lie no plaint over the 
decadence of rural New England, for 
they have in them the germs of perm a­ 
nent progress. 
R ather they are them ­ 
selves the very essence of corporate life.

A Surveying C am era. 
A 
surveying 
camera, 
styled 
the 
Bridges-Lee instrument, is being intro­ 
duced in England. 
It resembles an or­ 
dinary camera, having a brass bound 
box with rapid rectilinear lens and 
double backs, and the usual ground 
glass screen. The camera body turns on 
a horizontal plate having a graduated 
rim, over which slides a vernier attach­ 
ed to the camera tor reading horizontal 
angles. 
A clamping screw' fixes the 
camera body to tin* bottom plate, which 
plate is mounted on a tripod bead pro­ 
ved* d with leveling screws. Un top of 
the camera box is fixed a rotating level 
aud telescope mounted on a horizontal 
arm and fitted with a rack adjustment 
and scale, permitting vertical angles to 
be taken. 
This telescope has a vertical 
w ire, which bisects th** picture on the 
ground glass screen, and is coplauary 
w’ith a second vertical wire inside the 
camera. 
This wire casts a shadow, 
which is clearly discernible on the sensi­ 
tive plate or film when developed, and 
thus marks the center line of the pic­ 
ture. 
Behind this w ire is a compass, 
mounted on a rack inside the camera, 
by means of which, when a photograph 
is to be taken, it can be moved b a ck 
until it just fails to touch the plate. 
The graduation of the compass card is 
carried out on a vertical strip of trans­ 
lu c e n t material, through which the 
light passes to the plate, thus photo­ 
graphing thereon the compass bearing. 
A horizontal fiber is also placed inside J 
the body of the camera, similar to the 
vertical one, which, when the instru­ 
ment has been properly leveled, indi­ 
cates the true horizon.—Engineering 
News.

$416.90 in .all. Iii the mechanical han­ 
dling of peanuts they are first crushed 
aud cut between suitable rollers.
